S m a r t s v i l l e , October 221.—The day yes­ 
terday was spent by the Debris Investigating 
Committee in examining the extent and effects 
of the mining deposits along the Y uba river. 
There were aboat th irty in the party in ad­ 
dition to the committee, including G. R. 
Sneath of San Francisco, Ilam ilton Smith, 
President of the M iners’Assoc’atio r; Superin­ 
tendent J . O’Brien, of the Excelsior mines, 
and other representatives of tho mining in­ 
terests. 
Im mediately after leaving M arys­ 
ville, along the Brown valley grade, or north 
levee of the Y uba, the wide area in the val­ 
ley covered with debris was viewed with 
much interest by the committee, and state­ 
ments in relation to various pieces of property 
destroyed were made. 
Said a gentleman to a 
member of the committee : “ Here, for a mile 
and a half (just above the city), is one of the 
narrowest places between the ievees ou either 
side on the lower portion of the river. I t is not 
to exceed two miles, but widens above. 
T hat 
house you see the top if there is General Gao. 
Low’s, and is surrounded with debris tw enty 
feet deep. 
The ranch contained six or eight 
bnndred acres, and has been ont of sight for 
m any years. 
I t was highly valuable es 
vegetable and fruit lands, as was nearly all 
th at is buried here, extending as far as the 
eye can see. and amounting to over 18,000 
acres.” Dr. Teagarten’s lower orchard of 150 
acreB of fine fruit trees, which would now 
have bean worth almost a m int of money, 
was located next above, and Q uintary’s placo 
of 500 acres adjoining. 
M r. Ohleyer. Presi­ 
dent of the Farmer»’ Co-operative Union, 
stated th at he worked for this man in 1861, 
whe.. :he land was all in alfalfa ; th at Quin­ 
tary’s income from it was $70 per day from 
pasturing cattle, and th at new it is entirely 
under 
worthless 
Eand 
from 
eight 
to 
tw enty 
feet 
in 
depth. 
Mr. 
Ohleyer 
said ha 
was familiar 
with 
this whole 
part of the 
valley, 
and 
gave further 
information as follows: A fter passing the 
H ofstetler and the Grass Bros, ranches we 
came to the Briggs lower fruit ranch. 
H e 
paid $50 per acre for it in 1S50. 
H e put this 
out after the one above had commenced to hi 
damaged by the overflow, and thought this 
was high enough to be Bafe. 
H is first ranch, 
which laid a short distance above, and was so 
celebrated as an orchard, had about 800 acres, 
but only part of it was in fruit trees. 
In 
3861 this ranch wa3 valued at $200,000, and 
ha would not have looked at th at price for 
it. 
The earliest fruit in the State came from 
it, and to-day, if the ranch was as good as 
then, it would easily be worth $500,000. 
The 
river now runs, aa you see, along this levee, 
and is impinging upon it. 
The river at th at 
time was over a mile farther south, and on 
the ether tide of the orchard. 
The river bed 
wa3 twenty-five feet below its banks, and 
was situated on the bottom lands. 
This 
land along 
the 
levee was 
the second 
bench, 
and 
about 
fifteen 
feet 
above 
the bottom lands. 
This high land is now 
covered w ith debris to a depth of two or three 
fe e t; the bottom lands, about eighteen feet, 
and above the former river bed, not le-s than 
forty-three feet. 
On the other side of the 
levee here, upon the red lands, you see the 
seepage water standing and tules growing. 
Thi3 ¡3 the price inflicted upon the farmers 
and the State by hydraulic mining. 
Some of the members of the committee 
remembered the lands along the Yu'oa from 
having seen them in early days, and said 
they were among the very finest in the State. 
A ttention was called to the fact that while a 
little of the top of some of the fruit trees 
which stood upon the highest ground in tho 
Biggs orchard could be seen, most of the 
■ trees were buried far cut of sight, and wil- 
' lows are now growing over the tops of the 
tallest apple and pear trees. 
Reaching the ranch of Isaac Green, Mr. 
Ohleyer said: “ This ranch contained 600 
acres" and I had personal knowledge of the 
fact th at M r. Green’s income from 70 acres 
of the bottom land in 1860 was $1,200. 
I of­ 
fered him $5.000 for 100 acres that year, and 
I he laughed at me. Now the same land which 
I I tried to purchase Is nearly all fifteen feet 
! under white, drifting B a n d .” 
Several other 
! prom inent ranches, including those of S. P. 
PumyeSjXY. H. Dunn and Colonel Zrbriskie, 
' were pointed out and various facts given iu 
relation to them. 
The same general condi­ 
tion existed in reference to each, but buried 
at different depths, along the first tea miles 
above M arysville, and having a width of 
from two to 
ten 
miles. 
The 
couEty 
and stage road 
laid 
along the valley, 
with hotels and fine residenefs. 
In the 
upper portion there were a large number of 
small farms under high state of improve­ 
ment, having their orchards, vineyards, grain 
and alfalfa fields, none of which now remain, 
and the locality of many of the ranches can 
only be fixed by some tall, standing tree or 
as being in a certain direction from some 
known point. 
During the ride up the levee a 
strong north wind was blowing, which filled 
the air with white sand drifting over the 
desert waste of debris, causing it to resemble 
a blinding snow storm, and added, if possible, 
to the general scene of destruction which 
hangs ovtr the once fair and fruitful valley. 
One of the cim m ittco rem arked: “ This 
ir a terrible scene of wreck and desolation, 
which no one cm realize without ceming 
here and seeing it, and which cannot then be 
described.” I t wa3 stated th at these lands 
have all been dropped from the assessment 
roll for stveral years past. 
“ Those who 
owned 
them when lh9 destruction took 
place,” said a gentlemaD, “ still hold the 
title, and always will, for the reason th at no 
one can be found who would now accept a 
title to them ,” 
The eoiiipAiiy stopped at De Gerra Point, 
ten mile3 above Marysville, and examined the 
vicinity where it wa- a t fiist contemplated to 
build a stone dam for impounding the de­ 
bris. 
A t this point it was shown to the 
committee that the deposit lies filled in to the 
depth of about eightv feet above the former 
bed of the river. 
From this place the road 
to Smarteville wa3 back from the river until 
Parks’ B ar was reached, where a crossing was 
made, and a t about 1 o’clock l*. V. the party 
arrived at the Bonanza ranch, owned by the 
Excelsior W ater and M ining Company, and 
located on the south bank of tho Yuba, three 
miles west of Smartsville. 
H ere dinner was 
provided at the large residence upon the 
place. 
J . O’Biien, superintendent, showed 
the committee about the premises to demon­ 
strate what may be produced iu the foot­ 
hills by irrigation. 
The ranch consists 
of 2,000 
acres of 
rolling 
and 
broken 
ground at an altitude of 400 feat. 
There are 
200 acres in alfalfa and 200 in red clover. 
It 
is irrigated by use of 3,000 feet of 16-inch iron 
pioe and twelve miles of irrigating ditches. 
Nine hundred tons of hay was cut from the 
place this season. 
There is also upon this 
ranch 300 head of cattle, 50 horses, 250 hogs 
and 800 sheep. The water used in irrigation is 
! from the mining water of the company. Two 
hundred orange trees and three acres of 
almonds and other 
ornamental trees are 
growing. 
The bed of the Y uba river at this 
point, or rather the canyon, is filled up with 
tailings a hight of 140 feet. 
The party arrived at Smartsville about 6 
o’clock p. H. In the evening a public meet­ 
ing was held in the town hall, when Hon. 
Niles Searles spoke upon the debris question. 
During big remarks he said this question 
j is so vast that it has fields for consideration 
as yet unexplored. 
The interests of the 
: settlers in the valleys are not to be ignored ; 
' they are being injured and some method 
should be if possible devised by which it can 
be settled without destroying the great indus­ 
try of this coast. 
That the county has out 
of a total population of 21,000, at least 
twelve or thirteen thousand directly or indi­ 
rectly employed iu 
connection 
with the 
mining industry, which in this county yields 
$12,000,000 per year. 
The Drainage Act 
might not have been perfect, he said, but he 
believed a plan would be devised which 
would impound the debris in the canyons, 
-either by brush or stone dams. 
The matter 
never could be finally settled by the Courts, 
so long as the hills are so filled with gold 
and the people are thirsting to precure 
it. 
H e 
hoped 
the 
committee 
would 
examine the 
canyons and opportunities, 
they go along, for settling the matter by 
impounding the debris. 
That if the people 
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go on in the way in which they are now do­ 
ing, it will result like two nations which go 
to war—after they have exhausted themselves 
they will then negotiate a basis upon which 
they can agree and both live. 
If a plan can­ 
not be now devised to solve this question, 
then it will be necessary to wait until future 
ages shall afford wisdom enough to do so. 
To-day the mines in this vicinity will be 
examined, and the committee will go thence 
to North San Juan. 


[SECOND DISPATCH.! 
On the Way B em e-K evtew o f W hat 
Was Seen. 
Grass V alley, October 22d — Since tha 
I last dispatch from Smartsville, the committee 
of investigation have examined the mining 


operations and tho miners’ side of tho ques­ 
tion by passing over the principal mining 
territory upon the Y uba river and its tribu­ 
taries, closing last night t t N orth Bloomfield, 
and arrive! at this place this afternoon on 
the way to their homes. 
The party from the 
Smartsville mines came on, in addition to 
the committee of nine and the representatives 
of the press, Hair.iitou Sm ith, President of 
the M iners’ Association; J . O’Brien, Sujrerin- 
tendent of the Excelsior mines; R. G. Sneath, 
Judge 
Niles Searles, 
besides 
prom inent 
representatives from the valley, including 
George Ohleyer, Secretary and M anager of 
the Farm ers’ Union of S utter county; W . S. 
Green, of the Colusa A nti-H ydraulic Com­ 
m ittee ; H . L. Jones and A . H . W ilber of 
Y uba City. 
I t required quite a retinue cf 
carriages to carry the party, which work was 
most acceptably done under the supervision 
of Thomas Coclic, who was m aster of trans­ 
portation. 
A t Smartsville the committee were shown 
the bru-h dam recently put across the mouth 
of the little gulch leading up to the mines of 
the Excelsior M ining Company, of which 
Jam es O'Brien is Superintendent. 
This was 
one of tho companies included in the anti- 
hydraulic Euit of M arysville against the 
N orth Bloomfield Gravel Mining Company 
et al., in which injunctions were issued 
against twenty-seven mines located upon the 
Y uba river and its tributaries; but service 
was not obtained upon all of them. 
The 
committee was informed th at this was one of 
the defendants now said to be in contempt of 
Judge Keyset’s order, but th at the company 
was not guilty of contempt, inasmuch as it 
was holding back its tadiag3 by the use of tho 
new brush dams, and the spirit of the order 
was to prevent such iailingB being deposited 
in the Y uba river. 
The darn was visited by 
a portion of the committee. 
I t is 800 feet 
long and 10 feet high, spanning the mouth of 
the gulch; is built cf sa:all pine trees and 
boughs, the water percolating through iti 
The dam, paid a member of the commit­ 
tee, 
is successful in holding back 
the 
coarser materials, but does not hold the 
water iu check sufficiently to make it throw 
down anything which is carried ia suspen­ 
sion, including the finer sand. 
Another dam 
of the same character is being constructed 
about 1,000 feet above in the same gnlch, for 
the purpose of making the process more 
effective. 
This one will not be more than 
about 250 feet in length, by reason of tho 
narrowing of the gulch. 
The Excelsior Com­ 
pony has eight hydraulic mines in this local­ 
ity. 
Three empty into this gnlch and two 
more into another ravine, with sim ilar brush 
dams, and three not now woiked, and which 
would discharge into Deer creek above. 
A t 
the five mines in operation 6,000 miners’ 
inches of water is used in winter and about 
3,000 in summer. The latter ainouut is now in 
use. The Superintendent states th at the annual 
production of this company's mines has been 
about $600,000. 
T ie Yuba, at this point, is 
filled up with mining tailings about 150 feet. 
Im mediately above, the banks of the river 
are rocky and abrupt-, rising to 300 or 100 
feet, and abont halt a mile above. 
The dis­ 
charge from these mines is the site selected 
by Col-nel Mendell and State Engineer Hall 
to erect the high stone dam for holding tail­ 
ings now discharged down tho Y uba. 
Ih e lo­ 
cation was visited hy the commute?. 
The 
method of constructing the dam and data in 
connection with the project were explained by 
H am ilton Smith, who statsd that as an en­ 
gineering proposition he was satisfied th at it 
was entirely practical; th at it could be made 
successful 
to 
the extent cf storing, all 
the 
detritus except 
the 
fine 
sediment 
held 
in 
suspension 
by 
the 
water, 
and 
that 
it 
would 
protect 
the 
valley lands below from all the minss in Si­ 
erra county and nearly all of those in Ne­ 
vada county. 
A t the Eiie cf the dam im­ 
mense rock walls rise- on onch sida to a hight 
of 250 feet, with a width of not to exceed 250 
feet at the bottom and 300 feet at the top 
between them, and back of these the walls 
continue very steep, and to a further hight cf 
500 or COO feet. 
The plan, Mr. Sm ith said, 
was to throw doun these lower walls by large 
blasts of powder, for r. foundation, and to 
complete and extend thi i to a bight of fifty 
feet at first with rock which would be so large 
th at they could not te moved hy the water, 
and with an apron-like descent on the lower 
side, to prevent cutting under. 
This would 
hold the debris 
for 
quite 
a length 
of 
time, 
and 
when 
filled 
the 
material 
would be 1 irgely of small 
rocks 
and 
bowlders, ard very firm. 
Then starting just 
above cue eerie or the dam, extend it tifty 
feet hie her, with heavy masonry, construct­ 
ing tr.e addition iu the form of p. V, with the 
extended points ss the base and upper side 
resting upon the filling of taili: gr. 
When 
the rrscrvjir capacity thus added shall have 
been filled, another sin ilar addition of fifty 
feet would ba built. 
Air. Sm ith said he w.-s 
S3ti'fi-d th at a dam could be constructed to a 
hight of 250 feet, if necessary, or ev<a much 
higher; that this location being ju t below 
Deer cicek, upon which are extensive mi: cs, 
and also below the three forks of the Yuba, 
could form a reservoir which would include 
the beds of those streams without interfering 
with the mióte, and as the fall of the Yuba 
above th at part is not great, a dumping 
g:oaad of nearly thirty miles in length wouid 
be obtained, which would hold all the debris 
th at could be sent dowu by the mines above 
for a great num ber of years. 
He said the 
miners were willing to do this, and desired to, 
so as not to injure tho farmers. 
A member of the committee asked why 
they did not do so, then, and remove the 
cause of complaint. 
Air. Sm ith replied th at at present they 
could not, as the farmers had instituted suits, 
and demanded not only th at the debris be 
held back, bnt declaring th at the discoloration 
even of the waler was a nuisance not to be 
tolerated. 
He said th at while the miners 
could hold back all tho debris which doss in­ 
jury below, th< y could not prevent coloring 
the water, and therefore ic was impassible, 
with the presentsuits brjught, to compljjwith 
w hat was required. 
Superintendent O’Brien made a statem ent 
to tie committee upon the subject, and 
claimed th at a dam 200 feet high at the point 
named would hold all the debris now in the 
river and tributaries abovp, and ali th at will 
ever come from the working of the mines 
discharging into them. 
He said this would 
be found to be true from the fact th at the 
reservoir capacity of the canyons to be filled 
would be larger than the mining grounds or 
banks which would be washed into them. 
R. G. Sneath, who represents the Polar 
Star and Southern Cros3 mines on the Bear 
river, stated th at from experience at their 
mines the proposed dam would be successful. 
The proposition had been put into practical 
operation at those mines, when during tho 
last six years a dam has been formed from 
100 to 150 feet high from the large proportion 
of stone in the debris washed down and 
dumped into the side of the riv e r; th at this 
has 
formed a large 
reservoir above, in 
which water stands 50 feet deep or more, 
and all the debris from the mine3 above are 
effectually settledand stored in it. 
Soma de­ 
bris, he said, wa3 sent down the river from 
the Polar Star mine, because part of the tail­ 
ings pas3 down the lower side of the dump ; 
but th at this dam wag storing far more de­ 
bris than the mines he represents produce. 
This dam, he concluded, acts upon the same 
principle, and with the same effect, as would 
one built upon the Y uba as proposed. 
Smartsville and the little villages about 
connected with the Excelsior mines, and one 
or two others, have a population of aboat, 
1,800, and about 450 miners are employed. 
The Deer Creek tunnel, through which 
the Mooney Flat mine near by discharges, 
was described as being 4,400 feet long. 
Six 
years were occupied in drilling it with an In- 
gersoll drill driven with compressed air, and 
cost $240,000. 
It was completed two years 
ago. 
Leaving Smartsville on Saturday forenoon, 
the party proceeded up the mining districts of 
the Ynba river and Deer creek. 
A t the 
mouth of the latter, which is about a mile 
above the site of the propoeed dam, the can­ 
yon was viewed which would form the lower 
part of the reservoir. 
General Roeecrans expressed the belief that 
the probabilities of the dam being successful 
in accordance with the views of the engineers 
were so great that it would be wise to give it 
a fair trial, and he presumed it would at least 
be so tar a success as to enable the mines 
above there to be worked for several years 
without further damage to the valley lands. 
French Corral was next reached, where a 
monitor throwing an eight-inch stream of 
water was seen at work in the Milton mine, 
washing down a bank 180 feet in hight. 
It 
was a powerful stream, would readily reach 
the tops of the bank, and was doing effectual 
work. 
The mining district lying between French 
Corral and San Juan, a distance of six miles, 
ia known »b the French Corral mines, which 
have been worked, the committee was in 
formed, since 1854, and from $15,000.000 to 
$18,000,000 of gold has been taken oat. 
In 
connection with these mines are the small 
villages of Birchville, Sweetland and Sebas­ 
topol. 
The party took dinner at San Juan, and 
then proceeded up the ridge towards North 
Bloomfield. 
Toe extensive mines at Badger 
Hill, Columbia Hill and Lake City were seen, 
and attention called to the thriving villages 
and pleasant homes along the way, of the 
miners and their families. 
The party arrived at North Bloomfield just 


a t night, and were shown through the mines 
a t this place, which are the largest hydraulic 
mines in the State. 
Three monitors were 
being used and operated in the evening, when 
visited by the committee, by the aid of two 
electric lights. Nine-inch streams were being 
need with telling effect in reducing the banks 
to debris. 
The N orth Bloomfield and Milton 
mines are now consolidated and under charge 
cf II. C. Perkins, Soperintendsnt. 
T h e' committee did not go further, but 
were informed as to the mines at Moore’s 
F latt, Snow Point and Relief H ili, further 
up the ridge, aiso as to the reservoirs of the 
Eureka Lake and Bloomfield and M ilton 
Companies. 
These retain water for the dry 
season, and are formed by building dams of 
immense sizs and hight. 
The united capac­ 
ity of these reservoirs is 3,500,000,000 cubic 
inches of water, and their cost was about 
88.000,C00, 
Over 500 miles in length of 
ditches has been constructed, at a cost of be­ 
tween S2,000,000 and $3.000,000. 
The N orth Bioomfield and M ilton Mining 
Companies have been consolidated under the 
name cf the former, and reach from French 
Corral to N orth Bloomfield, a distance of 
about tw enty mites, and are under the man­ 
agement of Superintendent II. C. Perkins. 
T he E ureka Lake and Y uba Consolidated 
Company is in tire game neighborhood, and of 
which R. M . M cM urray is Superintendent. 
The mines are running, and as yet the 
Superintendent has not been found by the 
Sheriff for the purpose of serving the injunc­ 
tion upon the mine. 
The present improve­ 
ments upon this ridge, constructed for the 
working of the mines, including water tun­ 
nels and machinery, is stated by Hamilton 
Sm ith to be $7,'100,000. 
The coat of the 
mining grouuds is regarded as insignificant 
compared with the coBt of developing them. 
Mr. Sm ith informed the committee th at hy­ 
draulic mining was the sole industry upon this 
ridge, and th at the papulation is practically 
entirely dependent upon that class of mining 
for its support, and the stopping of the min­ 
ing would be an absoluto destruction of their 
resources of every s o rt; th at this population 
is about 6,000, of whom 1.800 are directly 
employed in mining ; th at the average pro­ 
duction of gold from the mines upon the ridge 
is about $1.500.000; th at over one-half of 
this is expended in the payment cf labor and 
tho purchase of supplies. 
The miners, he 
said, as a gereral thing, own their own homes, 
and have orchards, etc., and are a prosperous 
class ; th at they are paid from $2 50 to $3 50 
per day, and in the little villages all over the 
mining district are to be seen free scbool- 
housBS and churches. 
Mr. Smith further stated th at there was 
quite a misuuderstsriding in the valley iu 
reference to the question of tho employment 
of Chinese and as to foreign capitalists. 
He 
said th at formerly some Chinese were em­ 
ployed, but th at none were now, and had 
not been for some m onths; aiso, th at one 
hydraulic and one drift mine ia this section 
were owned outside of tho U nited States, and 
th at fme-sixth of ali the mines were owned 
within the State of California. 
The investigation here ended, and after re­ 
maining over night a t N orth Bloomfield the 
party came to Nevada City, where a sort of 
banquet dinner was given and the band of 
welcome extended by Judge Niles Searles. 
This afternoon a special train brought the 
party to this place, where it will remain until 
2 o’clock to-morrow morning, and then go to 
Colfax by train to meet the overland, and 
reach Sacramento at 7 A. M. 
During the last day or two considerable 
conversation has been held tending to the 
proposition for some basts of agreement which 
shall be satisfsctory to the farmers, by the 
miners on the Yuba and its tributaries pre­ 
venting further debris going down the river 
to the valley, and yet permit mining to con­ 
tinue. 
There is a general expression among 
the 
farmers’ 
representatives 
with 
the 
party 
th at 
they 
do 
net 
desire 
to 
interfere with mining any further than so 
f»r as is necessary to protect themselves from 
further injury, and also a like expression on 
the part of the miners of a desire not to in­ 
jure the valley property by the further 
dumping of debris into the rivers without 
properly impounding it in the canyons. 
The 
miners recognize the fact, they say, th at they 
have no right to destroy the valley lands, and 
th at they are wiiliog to meet the farmers 
more than half way to prevent it. 
A member cf the committee asked Judge 
Searles as to the legal side cf the question. 
The further question followed in regard to 
the debris which has b ’tu deposited, and is 
being deposited, upon the lands of the farm ­ 
er*—who should take care of th at? The de­ 
bris which has been deposited upon agricult­ 
ural lauds dnrirg the *psat thirty years has 
been so deposited by a great number of per­ 
sons, some of whom have now left the State 
and cannot be reached, others having made 
money in the mines ; th at if he found a heavy 
deposit placed upon his land by another per­ 
son, to the injury of the property, who should 
move it ? 
Judge Searles replied, “ The man who put 
it there.” 
H e was again asked, “ Well, suppose you 
did not know who put it there ; who should 
remove it 
Tho reply was, “ The person who is to be 
benefited by its removal—who have invested 
in the valley lands liable to be injured. 
I 
would say under such circumstances th at jus­ 
tice and equity require th at they who are to 
be benefited take steps to impound the debris 
now iu the streams, and th at in reference to 
all th at is to bo hereafter turned into the 
upper canyons, the miners should so control 
and impound it that no injury may result to 
the agricultural 
lands or the navigable 
streams of the State, and th at the most 
stringent measures should be adopted re­ 
quiring them to do so." 
One of the representatives of the farmers 
wa3 asked by a member of the committee 
how a proposition from the miners upon the 
Y uba river and its tributaries to stop ell 
hydraulic mioiug immediately uatil a dam 
could bo constiucted, cs proposed, abev' 
Smartsville, and also to repair the brush 
dam above Marysville, to prevent tho debris 
now below Smartsville from earning down 
this winter upon Marysville and the adjoin­ 
ing farms, would be accepted by the people 
in the vs.Uey. 
Tha reply was th at he thought it would he 
most gladly and prom ptly accepted, as it 
would afford tem porary relief, and give an 
opportunity to test the efficiency of a dam in 
the upper part of the river, which has been 
recommended by the engineers. 
He said all 
the farmers asked was th at no more debris he 
allowed to come down upon them, and if this 
was done they would be only too glad to let 
the miners continue with their mines. 
He 
added th at if the miners would hereafter give 
substantial and permanent relief from further 
debris coming down from the mines, the 
farmers would be willing to pledge them ­ 
selves to raise no question as to the past, and 
also to undertake to take care of all th at is 
now in the river below the proposed dam. 
Hamilton Smith has informed your corre­ 
spondent that he thinks the proposition thus 
laid down from the farmers’ side of the ques­ 
tion would be decidedly satisfactory to the 
miners ; that the latter in this section of the 
State who discharge their tailings into the 
Ynba would meet such a proposition from 
the farmers with prompt acceptance, and 
carry out the agreement faithfully. 
He 
thought the gocd feeling which had been ex­ 
hibited between the representatives of the 
two sides during the present investigation 
gave full promise that if a good committee 
from the miners and one from the farmers 
could be brought together for consultation 
and adjustment of the matter, they would be 
able to arrive at a conclusion satisfactory to 
both sides, and which would prevent any 
further damage from mining debris on the 
Yuba. 
Superintendent O’Brien, of the Excelsior 
mines, at Smarteville, agrees with Mr. Smith 
as to the willingness of the miners to take 
care of ail the debris to come from the mines, 
by building the dam immediately, and not to 
work any mines from which the tailings can­ 
not be successfully impounded. 
The miners, Mr, Smith Btates, would of 
course wish the agreement upon the subject 
to be in such shape that discoloration of the 
water could not subsequently be regarded as 
a nuisance and actionable, so long as all ma­ 
terial was impounded which could do any 
damage from further deposits, and they would 
require also that they permit the injunction 
suits by the city of Marysville against the 
mines to be dismissed. 
A fine banquet was given to tbe committee 
and party at the Holbrook Honse here this 
evening, at which expressions were given by 
all, recognizing the necessity of such im­ 
mediate action as will give relief from further 
injury _ to the valley property, and at the 
same time expressing a hope and belief that 
the committee would be able to recommend 
some course as standing between the two par­ 
ties, and desiring the good of both, which 
will be accepted and promptly acted upon.

each 
spoke, 
ex­ 
pressing the utmost appreciation of the 
kindness and attention which bad been shown 
them at ali parts on their trip, and for the 
royal manner in which they had been treated 
and entertained. 
Indications were given

and also aid in any manner they conld in 
arriving at an arrangement and settlement of 
the question in such a way as should protect 
alike the interest of both parties, eo far as 
that can be accomplished.

Finney, who was sitting directly opposite 
him, with their child in their arms. 
The 
wife said she heard footsteps without, a mo­ 
m ent prior to the sound, and also heard the 
retreaticg patter of feet. 
Finney had lived 
in this section all his life, was about 45 
years of sga, and by hard work and rigid 
economy had amassed $GO,000. H is name has 
been very conspicuous before tbe public since 
last M ay. 
Previous 
to 
then 
Finney, 
who 
was a 
bachelor, 
lived 
with 
his 
mother near the place where the awful 
crime 
was 
committad. 
M ary 
Griffey 
was tbeir hired girl. 
Finney and M ary be­ 
came intioiate, and she scon gave birth to a 
child. 
Suit was brought by her against him 
for $25,000 damages for breach of promise 
and bastardy. 
A t the trial, last May, the 
jury returned a verdict for $7,500 for plaint­ 
iff. 
A new trial was asked for and granted, 
but a week before the time for the second 
trial a compromise was effected, whereby de­ 
fendant was to pay $350 and costs. 
This 
practically ended the celebrated Griffey- 
Finney case. 
L ast August the pnblic was 
startled by the fact th at Jam es R. Finney 
and M ary E. Griffey were married. 
They 
went to keeping honse for themselves four 
weeks ago, and were living happily when the 
bloody crime was committed.

two suits were entered against Finney by 
lawyers for fees, one for $500 and tbe other 
for $1,000.

THE 
WATER 
FAMINE 
AT NEW 
YORE. 


It appears that the threat of a water 
famine in New York is becoming more than 
a threat. 
The dry weather continues, and 
there cannot now be more than a few 
days —less than a week probably—supply 
ef water in the Croton reservoirs. 
So 
serious is the situation that Mayor Grace 
has thought it necessary to issue a procla 
mstion announcing the danger which im­ 
pends, and calling upon the people to 
exercise the utmost care and economy 
in the use of the remaining water. 
But 
this will be useless if the rain does not fall 
speedily. 
Should the drought continue 
until the water supply is absolutely ex 
hausted a frightful calamity must occur, 
It will only require an absolute deprivation 
of water for a few hours to put New York 
amid all the horrorB of famine. Insuch acase 
the mortality, especially among the children, 
would be appalling, and twenty-four hours 
of a water famine would strike down more 
men than a month of the plague. Recourse 
to the ralt water for various purposes may 
protract the evil hour a few days, but un­ 
less heavy rains come within the next six 
days it is to be feared that there will be 
grave trouble in store for the large popu­ 
lation of New York. 
The worst of the 
case is that there Eeems no available 
remedy. 
I t Í3 impossible to seek other 
sources of water supply. 
The great city 
must depend upon the clouds, and if they 
fail it the consequences threaten to be 
most lamentable. 


A 
WISE 
DECISION. 


The Faculty of the State University have 
suspended the students that were engaged 
in the late “ hazing ” affairs, and have also 
determined that the practice of “ hazing” 
shall no longer be permitted. 
This is a 
proper and wise decision, and we only 
trust that it will be lived up to. 
Hazing 
is a brutal and cowardly and degrading 
practice. 
The impulses which tend to it 
are legacies from barbarous ancestors. 
It 
has been said that just as the human em­ 
bryo passes through the] various metamor­ 
phoses which mark the upward struggle of 
the race by evolution, so the first years of 
life exhibit the survival of savage traits 
and tendencies, which are only outgrown 
or eradicated with difficulty as the approach 
to m aturity is being made. 
W hatever 
tends to foster and encourage the retention 
of these savage ways should be sedulously 
resisted, for even when civilization has done 
its best for Man he is still very far from 
being a perfect creature. 
The boys at the 
University should therefore be prohibited 
from “ hazing,” the melancholy truth being 
that no m atter what refining influence edu- 
eation exerts upon them, they are sure to 
retain enough of the old Adam to make 
plenty of tronble for themselves as they go 
through life. 
“ Hazing,” however, is a 
coarse and brutalizing pastime, and it can­ 
not be discarded too soon by young men 
who have any ambition to become gentle­ 
men.

THE ELECTION 
TO-DAY. 


An election will be held to-day to fill the 
office oi Second Trustee of this city. 
The 
Republicans have nominated John Ryan 
for the position, and the Democrats have 
nominated Daniel Brown. 
Mr. Ryan has 
the best qualifications, and he ought to be 
elected. 
Republicans will, we hope, turn 
out to a man and vote for him. 
He can 
only be beaten by the negligence of those 
who are under obligations to support him, 
and we have no fear th at they will fail in 
their duty. 
Some efforts have been made 
to create the impression th at Republicans 
who desired the nomination of Mr. Knox 
will not vote for Mr. Ryan. 
This, how­ 
ever, is a report which has no foundation 
in fact, and it probably originated in the 
Democratic camp. 
The friends of Mr. 
Knox who went into the primary election 
and accepted the conditions of the contest 
will as a m atter of eourBe continue faithful 
to their pledge. 
They will all vote and 
work for Mr. Ryan. 
As for Mr. Knox 
himself, he lias openly declared th at he 
would rather have been beaten by John 
Ryan than by any other man he knew, since 
he is satisfied that Ryan will make a good 
Second Trustee. 
There is, however, one 
consideration which requires comment at 
this moment. 
W e refer to the fallacy 
that there is “ no politics ” in thiB election. 
Republicans 
cannot 
afford 
to accept 
any doctrine of that 
kind. 
There is 
“ politics ” in the office of Second Trustee, 
and the Democrats at least understand 
that fact thoroughly. 
They understand 
how to make such an office serve them 
well, and if they obtain it they will make 
use of it for all it is worth. 
Republicans 
cannot afford to be lees sagacious and fore­ 
sighted, and therefore they should come 
out and vote as unfailingly as though this 
was a general election. 
Shrewd party 
managers know very well th at there are 
no insignificant things in politics. A small 
office may at any moment prove to be the 
key of an im portant situation, and it may 
decide between victory or defeat even in a 
State election. 
The way to keep np party 
supremacy is to treat every election seri­ 
ously, just B3 the wise commander in time 
of war pays a3 much attention to his pick­ 
ets as to anything else. 
Young men who 
are looking about them to pick up ideas of 
political management cannot do better than 
to make for themselves the rnle that noth­ 
ing is unim portant in this kind of warfare. 
To-day we may seem to be electing a Sec­ 
ond Trustee only, but a year hence the 
choice we are about to make may deter­ 
mine the position of the county, and the 
position of the county may settle th at of 
the State. 
The Democrats have shown 
more shrewdness than their opponents in 
this regard. 
They have in fact kept 
their 
organization 
in 
working 
order 
by refusing to decline any contests, even 
where they possessed no chanee of win­ 
ning. 
Thus 
they have preserved their 
discipline, and secured a thorough utiliza­ 
tion of their whols strength whenever it is 
needed. 
The Republicans on their part 
have lost many great battles by yielding to 
the delusion that only the larger contests 
were im portant, and so neglecting appar­ 
ently small elections until their organiza­ 
tion had become demoralized, and they 
could not poll its full strength even in an 
emergency. 
And remember th at the most 
fatal mistake of all in politics is to refrain 
from voting for your party nominee on the 
ground th at “ he is sure to be elected, 
“ anyhow.” 
More men have been beaten 
by th at over-confidence than in any other 
way. 
Whoever wishes to become a prac­ 
tical 
politician mnst shun this 
pitfall 
resolutely. 
It is the duty of every party 
man to vote his ticket when it is a sound 
one, as now, and it is none of his business 
who else votes. 
He must not count upon 
any vote but his own, and th at he should 
poll promptly. 
Mr. Ryan ought to be 
elected by a considerable majority. 
The 
larger it is the better the discipline of the 
party will appear to be. 


the suits will not be decided this year, and 
may not be for Beveral years ; second, that 
no m atter when they are decided, tho de­ 
bris already in the rivers will have to come 
down unless something is done to check it.

THE LAND 
LEAGUE. 


The effect of the Government proclama­ 
tion declaring the Land League illegal and 
criminal appears to have been greater than 
could have been anticipated. 
If we may 
judge from the tone of the Irish news, this 
blow is regarded as fatal to the organiza­ 
tion. 
In fact it seems to have collapsed at 
once, though it is asserted that it is rather 
a case of suicide than mnrder. 
The resort 
to the “ no rent ” proposition is said to 
have alienated all Ihe conservative ele­ 
ments as well as the Catholic hierarchy 
from the League. 
They recognize the fact 
th at the last card of the League leaders is 
neither more nor less than a flat defiance of 
the Government, and a bid for insurrec­ 
tion. 
This they will have nothing to do 
with, and indeed notwithstanding all the 
talk it seems th at Ireland was never less 
prepared for an uprising than at this mo­ 
ment. 
A peculiarity of the situation is 
that the most desperate and blood-thirsty 
advice comes from the Irish Americans. 
They have advocated 
the recourse to 
armed insurrection, bu t their friends who 
would have to bear the brunt of the 
fighting are not and never have been 
disposed 
to 
adopt 
bo 
suicidal 
and 
useless a course. 
The arrest of Parnell 
and his lieutenants, and the proclamation 
of the League, appear to have put a sud­ 
den end to the agitation which seemed so 
turbulent and irrepressible a few days ago. 
Meantime the Land Court has been opened, 
and the tenants are evidently inclined to 
avail themselves of its benefits. 
I t is al­ 
ready probable th at the “ no rent ” propo­ 
sition will fall flat, and th at the Land Act 
will now obtain a fair trial. 
No further 
leniency is to be expected at the hands of 
the Government by the men who have 
shown themselves to desire only the rejec­ 
tion of all remedies fer Ireland's grievances. 
The practice of Boycotting will no doubt 
be abandoned as soon as it is seen that 
there is no longer a possibility of uphold­ 
ing it by terrorism, and the conservative 
sentiment of the country, hitherto sup­ 
pressed and overborne, will have an oppor­ 
tunity to make itself felt. 
The League 
leaders made a fatal blunder when they 
challenged the Government openly to a 
life-and death struggle, for they must have 
known th at the only anBwer to such a 
challenge must be the employment of the 
foil power of their antagonist, and their own 
inevitable defeat. 


AN UNFORTUNATE 
OCCURRENCE. 


The partial destruction by fire of the 
brush dam on the Yuba river is a very un­ 
fortunate occurrence. 
It is to be feared 
that the fire has rendered the dam prac­ 
tically useless, and that it will now fail to 
hold back the debris coming from above. 
Had it been suffered to stand, there can be 
no doubt that it would have held back a 
large percentage of the heaviest debris, 
and thus have protected Marysville very 
efficiently. 
Now, however, the debris al­ 
ready in the river will probably come 
down past the dam, and may do much mis­ 
chief. 
It would have been the wisest plan 
to put the dam in good order in advance of 
the rainy season, for whichever way the liti­ 
gation now commenoed may be determined, 
these two facta are obvious; First, that

H a b e a s C ortus.—I. S. Brown has filed a 
petition before Superior Judge R. C. Clark, 
in behalf of John Acker, a State prisoner at 
Folsom, praying for a writ of habeas corpuB 
for Acker, alleging that he is illegally re­ 
strained of his liberty in that prison. 
He 
says he is informed and believes that Acker is 
held on four commitments, two from the late 
County Court of Sonoma, dated July 24,1873, 
wherein he is held for terms of eight and three 
years, respectively, for grand larceny, the 
last to date from the expiration of the first; 
that the credits to which Acker is entitled 
have long since given him the right to a dis­ 
charge. 
Another commitment is from the 
lata County Court of Maria, dated December, 
1875, for thirty days’ imprisonment, but the 
judgment on which that is based is void, as 
the Court exceeded its jurisdictional power 
in pronouncing such judgment, which was 
based on a plea cf guilty of an attempt to 
escape from State Piison. The other judg­ 
ment was rendered by the late County Court 
of Santa Clara, December 1, 1875, and de­

Presently he struck up an acquaintance with 
a visitor to the saloon, a man who still lives 
not a thousand miles from Sacramento, and 
induced him to accept of his hospitalities.

two, 
and 
the 
woman 
served 
them with bottled 
Oregon cider, which, selling at 25 cents per 
bottle, passed on occasions like that for 
Heidsick, at §5 per lrottle. The stranger 
paid for the first bottle with a bill drawn 
from a fat wallet, and which wa3 supposed to 
be a $10 greenback. The woman took it to 
the bar, and as currency then rated, it just 
paid for the “ wine.” A second bottle was 
ordered, and a third, and a fourth, and each 
was paid for in like manuer. Finally, in the 
exuberance of his friendship for his new­ 
found companion, the strange man dashed a 
bill into the former’s hand and declared that 
it was time for him to heat and he'd make 
him a present of the wherewithal. 
The com­ 
panion, with but a hasty glance at the bill, 
thrm t it into his vest pocket, ordered a fifth 
bottle, and paid for it with a silver half dol­ 
lar, the barkeeper not daring to put a fancy 
price on cider for him. By the time this 
bottle was disposed of the stranger had be­ 
come almost oblivious, and staggering from 
the saloon was seen no more. His sudden

They 
drank 
more 
than 
once, 
and the host of the party finally handed the 
barkeeper (still a well-known citizen here) the 
bill, remarking that he “ reckoned that’d 
settle the damage.” The dispenser of liquid 
refreshment, glancing at the bill with sur­ 
prise, replied it certainly would, and Bhortly 
after took the man aside and pointed out that 
the bill was a Si,000 greenback. The astonish­ 
ment of the man fairly worked a paralysis of 
the vocal organs, and his eyes rolled wildly. 
He verily believed it was all a dream, the re­ 
sult of too much cider, and he only recovered 
himself when the barkeeper told him to come 
around in the morning and redeem the bill, 
which he did early enough, by the aid of a 
bosom friend, a man who some years there­ 
after figured in a noted murder case, and 
whose escape from the noose was one of the 
marvels of the day. A saloon man, further 
up towD, was the next day called upon by 
this third “ bosom friend,” who asked him if 
he could cash a SI, 000 greenback. The pub­ 
lican told him he could do it through his 
banker, and he accordingly took the bill, 
having no knowledge of whence it came, 
and had it cashed in gold coin for its market 
vaiue, nearly $500. He thought nothing of it 
then, as the man who requested the change to 
be made frequently handled large sums. 
It was noticed that within two or three days 
the Mammoth Baloon closed up, and it was 
given out that the proprietor and his wife 
had suddenly left for Germany, which proved 
true. A few years later, however, they re­ 
turned, and the man died in this State. A 
long time after, the publican who effected 
the sale of the note had occasion, in com­ 
pany with a well known detective offiier, to 
overhaul the book kept at the station-house, 
known as the “ rogue’s gallery,” when the 
officer, putting his finger upon a page adorned 
with a photographic likeueas of a middle- 
aged man, remarked : “ There’s a fellow who 
has been looked for far and near. There was 
a larga reward for him. He stole twenty-five 
one thousand-dollar greenbacks in Salt Lake 
City, decamped at once, and was tracked to 
this city. 
Here he suddenly disappeared.” 
Immediately the recollection of the change 
of the $1,000 bill, and some strange whispers 
he had subsequently heard flashed upon the 
citizen, and be told th6 officer that he be­ 
lieved he knew what became of part of that 
money. 
Subsequent inquiry on his part 
brought the whole story to light. The cider 
was paid for iu each case with a $1,000 bill. 
Tfle boeom friend of the companion of the 
stranger with the fat wallet had, on discovery 
of the fact, gone to the keeper of the dive 
and demanded one of the four bills he held 
as the price of his silence. The cellar man, 
while refusing and denying that he had re­ 
ceived them, became alarmed, dared not offer 
the bills here for fear of exposure, and so 
suddenly closed out his business and went to 
Europe until the thing should blow over. 
The man who made the demand on him him­ 
self had to “ ru n ” thereafter to e « a ie the 
gallows, and so the matter dropped out of 
eight, the only remaining immediate party to 
the transaction being he who treated with the 
greenback gift of the stranger. As to what 
became of that stranger, history is darkly 
silent. 
Here he disappeared. 
As to the 
method of his disappearance, who shall say ?

CAMP-MEETING-LAST DAY. 


The attendance at the camp-ground yester­ 
day far exceeded that of the Sunday pre­ 
vious.

It is impossible 
to keep this commandment by resting on the 
first day of the week. 
Elder Healey followed at 1:30 P. M. on the 
New Te-tament argument, and the common 
reasons for Sunday observance. 
There are 
only eight texts in the New Testament that 
speak of the first day in the week. 
These 
are : Matt, xxviii., 1 ; Mark xv i, 1. 9; Luke 
xxiv., 1 ; John xx., 1, 19; Ac!s xx , 7 ; and 
1 Corinthians xvi., 2 ; and none of them inti­ 
mate that is a Sabbath. 
An attraction of the day was Mrs. White’s 
temperance sermon. The various phases of 
ths temperance question were canvassed. 
Tobacco-using wa3 
specially 
denounced. 
Gam ling, drinking and tobacco-using she 
claimed as things In common, and tobacco- 
using she held to ba the most enslaving. No 
one need fear, she said, to give up bad habits. 
They will have to be given up before men are 
prepared for heaven, for there will be no place 
for them there. 
Tne Tree of I.ife has no 
branches that bear tobacco. 
A t 5 o’clock 
Elder Healey finished his discourse on the 
Sabbath question. At 7:30 Elder Haskell 
spoke on the change of the Sabbath. 
The meetings of Saturday were of great 
interest to the believers. The model Sabbath- 
school was a model of earnest work. The 
class contributions 
amounted to $31 65. 
This goes for the support of the State 
Sabbath-school Association. The Sabbath- 
school is the only place where they take col­ 
lections. This, however, does not prevent 
their giving, say the 
members of the 
church. 
A move was set on foot to raise 
a fund 
for 
the 
payment 
of 
certain 
church debts. No public appeal was made, 
but iu less than half an hoar over $6,000 had 
been secured. The leaders of the church say 
none of their institutions are for the benefit 
of any individual; that their printing offices, 
colleges and sanitariums, etc., are ail owned 
by stockholders, who donate their stock, and 
receive no benefit from it except the privilege 
of voting; that they are managed by a Board 
of Directors who receive nothing for their 
services. 
Their ministers are paid no fixed 
salaries; but at the end of the conference 
they are settled with by a committee of lay 
members, receiving a small snm per week, 
for the actual number of weeks engaged in 
labor. 
To-day at 9 a . m. there will be a sermon on 
“ Baptism.” Following this, baptism will be 
administered to a number of individuals. 
The^afternoon will be devoted to business. 
A t 7:30 the final sermon of the meeting will 
be preached by Elder Van Horn, and the 
camp will break np to-morrow morning.

The Annie Eva Fay management gave 
what purported to be an entertainment at 
the Metropolitan Theater last night. 
I t was 
advertised as an exhibition wherein in 
plicable manifestations of an unseen power 
would be made, and which “ Mies ” Fay, she 
being a professed Spiritualist, neither affirmed 
were the work of disembodied spirits, nor 
denied that they were the result of m___ 
manual dexterity and trickery. 
Neverthe­ 
less, by the direct announcement that spirit 
forms, faces, etc., would be materialized, and 
the adroit werding of deceptive and showy 
circulars scattered broadcast throughout the 
city, people were led to believe that the 
“ medium ” would give some marvelous ex­ 
hibitions, and that manifestations cf the 
most mysterious and unaccountable character 
would take place, such as would be iu 
direct conflict with the rules of gravitation 
and in contravention cf all known laws of 
nature. That she had successfully passed 
the tests applied to her performances by well 
known scientists, whose certificates were cited, 
and which, if assumed to be genuine, reflect 
little credit upon their shrewdness or attain­ 
ments. In addition, the Fay management 
led the public to believe that the entertain­ 
ment would, as snch, be worth the admission 
fee. She was to be aided by three of the 
beat mediums in the world, and one of them, 
C. C. Braddon, was to deliver a religious 
illustrated lecture, etc. The result was that 
the theater was packed with people, forming 
a respectful audience, the good temper and 
dignity of which testified to the law-abiding 
character of this community, for the “ enter­ 
tainment ” was so complete a failure, and so 
manifestly a false pretense, that a lees con­ 
servative assemblage would have produced 
manifestations, beside which those of Annie 
Eva Fay would have paled and dwindled 
into lesser insignificance than characterized 
them. The lecture consisted of a glowing 
biography, a recitation cf claims, much as 
already stated, and a stilted reference again 
to the tests of the scientists. The perform­ 
ance consisted of a few rope and bandage- 
tying tricks and some ehow of the traveling 
magician’s 
ambidtxtrousness, of ordinary 
character—poor imitations of the kind that 
has frequently been shown heie, but never 
performed so ilL The “ Royal Illusionists,” 
Taylor, McAllister, Herman, Seeman, and 
like professors of prestidigitation, would 
never venture to appear^before an audience 
with so slender a pretense for an entertain­ 
ment. The managers of Miss Fay kept none 
of their pledges to th8 public beyond the 
tricks mentioned and the throwing of a few 
flowers over the Bhoulder of a committeeman, 
who was mortified at the position iuto which 
he had been drawn, and whose colleague was 
quite as much embarrassed. The entire per­ 
formance showed conclusively that the Fay 
business has never been worth the contests 
that have arisen over it elsewhere. As to ex­ 
poses of the tricks that have been given, the 
“ manifestations ” were entirely too attenu­ 
ated to make studied exposure necessary or 
entertaining. The local manager of the Me­ 
tropolitan Theater owes it to himself and the 
public to purge himself of all complicity in 
what was unmistakably a swindle, and he 
cannot afford to do less than affirmatively 
show that he had no hand in circulating the 
“ Fay ” dodgers about the city which were so 
deceptive in their character.
